He Received Forty-five Votes to Fifteen 
for Bewen and One for Tabor—His 
Brilliant Qualities and Remarkable Ca- 
reer—James McMillan Chosen by Accla- 
mation for Senator by the Republican 
Caucus at Lansing, Mich.—Frye to Be

Denver, Colo., Jan. 2. — [Special.] — E. O. 
Wolcott was nominatea in the Republican 
caucus tonight for the United States Senate 
on the first ballot. His nomination was then 
made unanimous, Tue vote stood: Wolcott 
45, Bowen 15, and Tabor 1.

Ex-Senator Chilcott previously withdrew 
from the contest in the foilowing letter: 
“To my friends of the Seventh Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of Colo- 
rado: Since coming to Denver I 
have learned certain facts in regard 
to the contest for the United States Senator- 
ship which have induced me to be no longer 
a candidate for the position, and 1 take this 
occasion to heartily thank my friends for 
their kindness in tendering me their sup- 
port, and I assure them of my sincere appre- 
ciation of the same.“ 

It was but the work ofa few hours. A 
conference was held by the supporters of 
Wolcott, who, being in the majority, deemed 
if advisabie to call a caucus for tonight. 

The Seventh General Assembly of Colorado 
convened today at noon, and W. B. Carpen- 
ter was elected President pro tem. of the 
Senate and W. B. Felton Secretary. H. H. 
Kady was elected Speaker of the House and 
R. M. Stevenson Secretary. 


Amonth ago Tue Trisune’s Washington 
correspondent predicted that the Colorado 
contest would surely result in the election 
of Ed Wolcott. Said he: “The Legislature 
is already chosen, and Wolcott and his

RAILROADS vs. CHICAGO. 


THEY WOULD DESPOIL HER OF HER 
PORK PACKING INDUSTRY. 


With This Object in View They Begin the 
New Year with an Extra Twist of the 
Thumb-Serew—The Packers Hereafter 
Will Pay the Overcharge Under Protest 
—A Scheme That Kills Two Birds with 
One Stone—Its Injustice. 


The railroad companies are trying to de- 
spoil Chicago of her pork packing industry. 
That isthe way it looks to some Chicago 
packers. The railroad companies have been 
leaning in this direction for some time, and 
the packers have borne their discrimination 
in comparative silence; but the first day of 
January, 1889, they gave the thumbscrew 
one turn too many. They sennounced that 
whereas the Omaha packer might ship his 
product to Chicago at the rate of 20 cents per 
100 pounds the Chicago packer would have 
to pay NU cents per 100 pounds on the live 
hogs he shipped from that point. The pack- 
ers here bear the packers elsewhere no ill 
will and expect to enter into competition 
with them, but they insist that that competi- 
tion shall be fair as far as the transportation 
of raw materials and products is concerned. 

Tais additional evidence of discrimination 
by the railroads in favor of Western packers 
was the subject of general comment at the 
Stock-Yards yesterday. In fast, little else 
was talked about; and when, eariy in the 
afternoon, the directors of the Live Stock 
Exchange assembled this matter took prece- 
dence of all others: The action of the roads 
was debated from every standpoint, and the 
more it was discussed the more it looked as 
though the roads held a position from which 
it would not be easy to dislodge them. It 
was after dark when the directors adjourned. 
Their action was embodied in a document 
which from today on will be attached to 
each check made in payment of freight on 
live hogs. The document reads: 

PAYMENT UNDER PROTEST. 

To George T. Williams, Treasurer of the Union 
Stock- Yards & Transit Company: We hand you 
herewith check for payment of freight on —— 
cars hogs. There is an overcharge in the freight 
on these hogs amounting tq the difference be- 
tween the rate per hundred pounds on “ packing 
house products and the rate you have charged 
on these cars of hogs, which overcharge we now 
pay under protest. 

To protest is all the packers can do, but 
they are going to do it with vigor. A protest 
will accompany every payment of freight, 
so that if the overcharge is eventually 
found to be illegal rebates can be col- 
lected. The system of doing business with 
the railroads which prevails at tne Stock- 
Yards makes it impossible for commissioa- 


men to refuse to pay this extra charge, 


though they claim it is in direct violation of 
the letter of the Inter-State Commerce law. 
Freight payments are made twice a week— 
Mondays and Thursdays. They are made by 
the Treasurer of the Union Stock-Yards 
Company for the commission-men who are 
members. In other words, the Stock-Yards 
Company is collection agent for the roads, 
only that it pays first and collects afterward. 
The members are under $10,000 bonds each to 
reimburse the treasurer to the extent of the 
amount paid out on their account. They will 
now reimburse him under protest, and the 
treasurer will take care that the protests are 
sent along in the proper channel. 

Elk the railroads are really anxious that the 
combined forces of Omaha, Kansas City, St. 
Louis, St. Paul, and Cedar Rapids shall suc- 
ceed Chicago in the packing industry they 
are killing two fat birds with one stone, they 
are adding seven or eight cents per hundred 
pounds to the profit of the Western packers 
and pocketing on their own account a like 
amount on tye live hogs received by Chicago 
packers, for the Chicago packers are still re- 
ceiving live hogs and propose to continue so 
doing. 

The Inter-State. Commerce law is disre- 
garded in that a less rate is charged for the 
longer distance. For instance, the rate on 
live hogs from a certain station 600 miles 
from Chicago 1s, perhaps, 30 cents, while the 
rate in packing-house products from a point 
650 miles from Chicago will only be 25 cents. 
Here is where the packers expect to win by 
the grace of Fathér Time and the Inter-State 
Com mission. 

DISCRIMINATION AGAINST CHICAGO. 

Now that competition in the pork-packing 
industry has become 80 active and the mar- 
gin of profit so smail, a discrimination of a 
few cents is a matter of serious importance. 
Chicago packers can today purchase, laid 
down at their doors, the product of Cedar 
Rapids houses at about ‘the same price they 
pay for hve hogs. If the Omaha packer has 
a profit of 7 cents per hundred pounds on 
nis product the Chicago packer. has only his 
labor for his pains. 

As already mentioned a certain amount of 
discrimination has been practiced for some 
time. But, while it has cut down the profit of 
Chicago packers, it has not affectea the com- 
parative output. Fewer hogs were packed 
in Chicago last year than the year before, 
but a comparison with other points shows 
that the ratio of falling off was not against 
Chicago. The supply of hogs was shorter, 
that is all. Nevertheless, old-timers at 
the Stock- Yards admit that just as 
the pork-packing centre drifted west- 
ward from Cincinnati it is now drifting 
westward from Chicago. Labor troubles are 
given some of the blame in the latter in- 
stance, and fora number of other reasons 
Omaha and Kansas haye the advantage of 
Chicago—an advantage which the railroad 
companies appear to wish to emphasize. 

There is no excuse a common carrier can 
offer for charging more for carrying 100 
pounds of live hogs than the same number of 
pounds of dead hogs. As a matter of fact 
the difference, if any, should be on the other 
side.

The interest which the people in America take 
in their history is so intense that the presence of 
Columbus’ remains in the larger cities would 
create enough curiosity to swell the receipts of 
the Treasury of the Dommiean Republic to a de- 
gree unprecedented in its history. 

Mr. Linell begs to submit the following offer: 
„He guarantees to defray all the expenses for 
the transportation of the bones, a guard of eight 
soldiers, and four priests. He guarantees to de- 
fray all the expenses which should arise during 
the tour of these persons in the United States 
and also their salaries. He guarantees to remit 
50 per cent of the net receipts to the Dominican 
Government in quarterly payments, and guaran- 
tees that they shall not amount to less than 
$200,000 a year. He guarantees the safe return 
of the bones after atime of not less than four 
years. Mr. Linell desires that the church and 
Government authorities state publicly that these 
are the genuine bones of Columbus, and that ex- 
re of them shall be permitted for this trip 
only.“

There Is No Idea of Permitting the Ca-

A story is being started by the opponents 
of the Onderdonk elevated railroad scheme 
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to the effect that the promoters of the project «— 25 


do not intend to build any elevated road for 
the purpose of furnishing rapid transit, but 
simply as an excuse for getting a right of 
way over which, in consideration of a high 
rent, the Canadian Pacific and other rail- 
roads can effect an entrance to the heart of 
the city.

Fiour Millis Shutting Down. 

Sr. Lovurs, Mo., Jan. 2.—[Special.|—At the 
Milwaukee meeting of the millers from the 
winter wheat section; held tne 17th of De- 
cember, 162 mills, with a daily average ca- 
pacity of 86,000 barrels, were represented. 
After a full discussion of the causes of and 
remedies for the present depression it was 
unanimousiy decided to recommend limiting 
the output of the mills to half the capacity 
for January. Alex. H. Smith was the St. 
Louis representative of a committee of three 
to enforce this decision or recommendation. 

Nearly all the mill in St. Louis are shut- 
ting down. John W. Kauffman, a prominent 
miller, said: The productive capacity of our 
milis is four or five times greater than the 
consumption, and the mills have been run- 
ning at a positive loss for the last two years. 
Probably never before was there such a 
piling up of flour as there is now in this coun- 
try. Well, that does not pay. Flour is a 
risky article of storage. There is no export 
trade, and the millers have determined to 
create a foreign demand by the heroic rem- 
edy of self-denial We must have foreign 
consumption in order to relieve our plethoric 
market. Here's a ridiculous state ot things. 
Wheat today in Chicago, which rules 10 
cents lower than in New York, is quoted 
at the same price, when under the 
most favorable conditions of lake and 
canal transportation it costs 17 cents 
to lay down a bushel of wheat in New York 
purchased in Chicago. Here’sa letter I re- 
ceived today from Liverpool quoting flour 
made of Russian wheat by the British mill- 
shillings per 280 pounds, and an- 
other e at 80 shillings, which prices are 
8 shillings lower per pounds than the 
American product. It is a difference of 50

wheat, as we roughly estimate five bushels 
of grain to the barrel of flour. Now, you

Indiana’s School Apportionment. 

InpDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 2.—[Special.]— 
The annual apportionment of Indiana’s 
school revenue was made today. The enu- 
meration shows that there are 757,071 school 
children in the State, and the per capita ap- 
portionment is $1.14. The sum apportioned 
is $873,060. Many counties are given from 25 
to 60 per cent more than they pay into the 
fund. The State officers and others who 
have investigated the matter find there are 
abuses in the method of apportionment that 
it is believed advisable to bring under more 
rigid legisiative restriction. Some of the 
counties, itis asserted, persistently report a 
— school population than they really 
ave for the purpose of getting a larger ap- 
ruonment of tunds, but the State officers 

have no power to correct such frauds.

The members were then sworn in by Judge 
Brace of the Supreme Court and the House 
adjourned until tomorrow. In the Senate 
the new members were sworn in and a Com- 
mittee on Rules appointed, after which the 
body adjourned tili tomorrow.

More- 
house will send his closing message as soon 
as the House organizes, which will probabiy 
be tomorrow; ana the new Governor, David 
R. Francis, ex-Mayor of St. Louis, will be 
inaugurated Monday, the 14th.

ENERGETIC MOVEMENTS FOR BOTH 
HUSTON AND PORTER. 


Gen. Harrison Buys a New Silk Hat to Don 
When He Goes to Washington—Talking 
with New on the Situation in New York 
—Piatt’s Chances Steadily Growing 
Brighter—Early Military Service of 
William Henry Harrison. | 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 2.—[Special.]— 
Gen. Harrison’s afternoon walk today was 
notable for two things that he did while out. 
The pleasure of it was combined with busi- 
ness. He came down-town instead of tramp- 
ing out into the country, and at a store 
where he has traded for many years pur- 
chased a new silk hat, which he will wear 
when he goes to Washington to be inau- 
gurated as President. In size it is 744. In 
the last two or three years he has worn soft 
hats of high crown, and the silk will be the 
first of that style that has covered his head 
since his term as Senator expired. After 
purchasing the hat he walked around to the 
private office of John C. New, where he was 
often seen prior to the last campaign, but his 
visit this afternoon was the first since his 
nomination. He found Mr. New busy at his 
desk with a pile of letters lying before him 
from menin all parts of the country, beg- 
ging him to use his influence with the Presi- 
dent-elect in their behalf. He receives from 
twenty to fifty such letters every day and 
others who are known to be on friendly 
terms with Gen. Harrison are also over- 
whelmed with such correspondence. 

When Gen. Harrison entered Mr. New’s 
private office no one was permitted to disturb 
them. It is believed that their talk had some 
connection with the expected visit of. Sena- 
tor Hiscock of New York tomorrow. It is 
well known to Gen. Harrison’s frends that 
he is perplexed over the New York situation 
more than any other feature of his Cabinet. 
The information that Russell Harrison 
brought back from New York, after remain- 
ing there three weeks, has brought him 
nearer a conclusion, but still it is said that 
he is doubtful. Just after the election his 
sympathy went out strongly to Warner 
Milier, and there is, hardly any doubt 
that if he haa selected the members of 
his Cabinet during the month of November 
Mr. Milier would have been one of them, but 
strong pressure from Platt's friends has 
been bearing upon-him until it has certainly 
borne away his intention to take Miller into 
the Cabinet, and the indications at present 
are ali favorable to Platt. Mr. Newis one 
of Platt’s strongest friends. 

BOOMS FOR INDIANA MEN. 

There is another feature of Cabinet con- 
struction, however, in which Mr. New is 
just now interested quite as much as he is 
in the recognition of his New York friend. 
It is a home affair. The quiet talk about In- 
diana men who may be taken into the Cab- 
inet has taken form in two well-developed 
booms. All ot the material for one of these 
booms was left lying on Gen. Harrison's 
library.table this afternoon by two Indiana 
Republitans who called upon him for a 
friendly talk, which opened the way for 
business. The callers were Dr. Joseph Gard- 
ner, who was a delegate to the Chicago con- 
vention from the Second District, and the 
other was A. H. Davis, Chairman of the Ro- 

ublican Committee of Lawrence County. 

‘he package that Dr. Gardner left for exam- 
ination by Gen. Harrison comprised testi- 
monials, petitions, and letters indorsing J. 
N. Huston, Chairman of the State Campaign 
Committee, as a man of extraordinary execu- 
tive ability, who possesses the qualifications 
for creditably and satisfactorily represent- 
ing his State in high station and whose sery- 
ices to the party in the late campaign pre- 
eminently deserve recognition. The Presi- 
dent-elect is assured that Mr. Huston is the 
choice of the party for a Cabinet position. 
Letters from fourteen other Chairmen urge 
the recognition of Mr. Huston, giving him 
the indorsement of seventy-seven of the 
ninety-two County Chairmen.

Origin of the White Caps in Crawford 
County, Ind.—War on the Negroes. 

Coryrpon, Ind., Jan. 2.—[Special. |—Certain 
Democratic newspapers are harping a great 
deal upon the fact just now that a colored 
man is not permitted to liye in Crawford 
County, which is urged in extenuation of the 
crimes against the colored people in the 
South. One fact which these papers neglect 
to mention is that Crawford County is reiia- 
bly Democratic. During the war there ex- 
isted in this county a secret organization 
known as the Knights of the Golden Circle. 
This organization was composed exclusively 
of Democrats of the Dan Voorhees stripe, 
and its object wasto aid the cause of the 
Southern Confederacy. One of the sworn 
duties of these Rebel sympathizers was to 
shoot every negro who was caught crossing 
the Ohio River from Kentucky into Craw- 
ford County. From that time until now no 
colored man has been permitted to live in the 
county, and it is safe to say that not one- 
half the citizens of the county ever saw the 
face of a negro. 

From the Knights of the Golden Circle 
originated the organization of White Caps, 
which is composed largely of the men who 
were guilty of treason, murder, and rapine 
during the war. They now visit helpless 
women at midnight and subject them to 
cruel and inhuman treatment, as they did 
the wives of those who were fighting for 
their country in the War of the Rebellion.

Promoters of the Broadway Elevated Road 
Preparing for the Battle. 

New York, Jan. 2.— [Special.] —It is bo- 
lieved that the present session of the Legis- 
lature of this State is to be marked by a de- 
termined effort on the part of the promoters 
of the scheme for an elevated road in Broad- 
way to secure legislation which will enable 
them to carry out their long cherished 
project. Just what form the attempt will 
take has not yet been ascertained. The 
agents of other schemes for rapid transit are 
on the alert, and the outlook is for a des- 
perate struggle between them in the lobby 
at the State Capitol. A member of the Legis- 
lature who has exceptional opportunities for 
knowing in advance the probable course of 
legislation recently expressed the opinion 
that rapid transit for this city would be the 
dominant feature of the session, with an 
added intimation that the Broadway elevated 
scheme would appear in great ‘strength, with 


a determination to win. | 
Anthony Comstock Gets a Biack Eye. 
AnthonyComstock procured evidence against 
a policy-shop at No. 487 Sixth avenue tonight 
and assisted the other officers in making the 
raid.

RECRUITING IN NEW YORK | 


LEGITIME’S AGENT SECURING SOL 
DIERS FOR THE HAYTIAN WAR. 


4 Loan Also Being Negotiated to Equip 


the Forces—The Men Who Are Going 
a Lot of Daredevils, Ready for Ad- 
venture—The Seizure of the Steamer 
Haytian Republic a Political Necessity 
om Legitime’s Part—Admiral Luce's 
Report. 

New York, Jan. 2 — [Special. I—A scheme 
by which Gen. Legitime hopes to fill the 
ranks of his dilapidated army with New- 
Yorkers was accidentally discovered today. 
A number of reckless daredevils have al- 
ready been enlisted and the money to pay 
for their transportation and wages is now 
being raised. At least $150,000 will be need- 
ed for this purpose, and Legitime’s agent in 
this city is making every effort to raise this 
amount. i 

The United States Trust Company and sev- 
eral other trust companies haye been asked 
for a loan of this amount, and it is said that 
they have consented to consider the avplica- 
tion. Itis probable that the loan will be ob- 
tained ina few days, as it is understood that 
the widow ofa Haytian coffee-planter has 
consented to give a bond for its payment. 

The same little light-colored Haytian who 
engaged the waiters for the steamers Alva 
and Adirondack a few days ago is in charge 
of this scheme. 

AMERICANS IN MOST DANGER. 

An afternoon paper published what purport- 
ed to be a cable dispatch from Port au Prince 
describing the blood curdling condition of 
affairs in Hayti. According to this artiele 
the Haytian papers are filled with threats 
against Unitea States Minister Thompson. 
Many American men and women have been 
arrested, and the United States Consulate 
is filled with refugees. Legitime is al- 
leged to have said in an interview he 
would shoot 500 foreigners if neces- 
sary, to prevent them from interfering in 
Haytian affairs, and the yarn is wound up 
with the statement that Americans in Port 
au Prince arein danger of their lives. This 


story was printed in the Mail and Hupress. It. 
was written by an ex-Lieutenant in the Brit- 


ish Navy named William A. Deering, the 
author of the ridiculous story sent out from 
Port au Prince a week or so ago that Admiral 
Luce had demanded the payment of $2,000,000 
by the Haytian Government as a recompense 
to this Government for their expense of 
sending two war vessels down there. 

Haytian Minister Preston was shown the 
dispatch tonight. He said with reference to 
it: Tue person who sent that information 
must be either drunk or mentally deranged. 
The Haytian people are noted for their hos- 
pitality, and especially to Americans. I do 
not believe there is an atom of truth in that 
statement. Gen. Legitime would never make 
such threats. Iam positive he never so ex- 
pressed himself, and that he never thought 
of injuring foreigners.” The Minister ex- 
pects to leave soon on his tour of inspection 
of the Consulates in various cities. 

A POLITICAL NECESSITY. 

A correspondent at Port au Prince writes 
that the seizure of the American steamer 
Haytian Republic was a political necessity 
on the part of the Legitimists. Gen. Legit- 
ime was waiting his formal election as Presi- 
dent of Hayti, by the Chamber of Deputies. 
That body is made up of eighty-four mem- 
bers, only farty of whom—less than a quo- 
rum—were in Port au Prince. It was learned 
by the Legitimists that four members of the 
Chamber, who were avowed followers of 
Hippolyte—Legitime’s Nortnern rival—were 
on board the steamer Haytian Republic. It 
Was to get possession of them and force them 
to attend a mecting of the Chamber and 
thus make Legitime’s election bear the sem- 
blance of legality that the American steamer 
was seized, according to this correspondent’s 
story. Whenthe steamer was seized these 
tour Deputies claimed the protection of Capt. 
Compton, and he attempted to do his duty. 
They were finally persuaded. to go ashore, 
it is said, and then were given the aiterna- 
tive of voting to make Legitime President or 
getting shot.

ADMIRAL LUCE’S REPORT. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 2.— The State De- 
partment today made public the report of 
Admiral Luce in regard to the surrender to 
the United States of the steamer Haytian 
Republic by the Governmeut of Hayti. The 
Admiral’s report cohfirms the dispatches al- 
ready received. 

Of the correspondence mentioned by Ad- 
miral Luce a letter marked B is the most 
important, as it indicates that the Haytian 
Government is not satisfied with the de- 
cision of the President. It is as follows:

Wasurnerton, D. C., Jan. 2.—[Special.}]—At 
the celebration of the twenty-sixth anniver- 
sary of the Emancipation Proclamation in 
Alexandria last night by tne Frederick Doug- 
lass Labrary Association letters were read 
from Gen. Harrison and Levi P. Morton, 
both conveying congratulations and encour- 
aging the negro element to constant upward 
effort.

PuriapEtpnia, Pa., Jan. 3,—The celebra- 
tion of the first quarter century of the eman- 
cipation of the colored race from slavery 
Many of those 


present were of the freed racg.and they list- 
ened Mtently. The Rev. Dr. B. F. Lee, ex- 
President ot Wilberforce University and 
now editor of the Christian ecorder, deliv- 
ered an earnest address upon tbe subject of 
»The Moral N ot the Negro in Twen- 
ty-five Years of Freedom.“ The Rev. Dr. 
R. J. Allen, Secretary of the Freedmen’s 
Board of the Presbyterian General Assem- 
bly, devoted his address to the condition of 
the colored race in the South at present. He 
looked fur even greater improvement in the 
future than in the past. . 

Bishop Voss said that the Methodist Epis- 
copal Chureh in che South had 205,000 com- 
municants, 800 ministers, nineteen schools, 
124 teachers, and 4,506 pupils. 

When the Hon. Fred Douglass arose to 
speak he was ted with a storm of ap- 
plause: He objected to calling the Southern 
question A negro problem,” because it was 
untrue, misleading, and hada tendency to 
obstruct the path of duty and truth. It 
shifted the burden from the Nation and 

lacea it upon the shoulders of the negro. 
ft implied that there was something 
in the negro that required solution. The 
question was whether the American peo- 
ple in the light ot the nineteenth century 
nave virtue enough in them to adjust the ac- 
tion of the Nation to the fundamental princi- 
ples of the Declaration of Independence and 
the Constitution of the United States. Mr. 
Douglass said slavery continued to exist in 
the South. The negro laborer worked on 
the piantation for $ a month, and that was 
paid in orders on stores kept in almost every 
instance by the man the negroes worked for, 
and the prices charged were double what 
they should be. The laborer scarcely ever 
saw a dollar of real money. 

Whatthe South wanted and must have 
was to be made to understand that there was 
power in the country to make all sections of 
it comply with the demands of the Consti- 
tution of the United States; that while 
South Carolina is great, the United States is 
greater. In ‘concluding his speech Mr. 
Douglass said: Give the negro fair play 
and leave him alone. If he lives, well; if he 
dies, equally well.“ é

THE POPE TO AMERICAN BISHOPS. 


Most Important Feature of the Recent Let- 
ter Omitted from the Cabled Account. 

New York, Jan. 2.— [Special. — The cable 
summary of the Papal letter to American 
Bishops—coming as it did through English 
news agencies—ignored the more important 
of its features, and the extracts quoted 
were caiculated to give the im- 
pression that the authority of American 
prelates was about to be superseded, as far 
as the missionaries sent here to look after 
the wants of Italian immigrants were con- 
cerned. That this is not so Leo XIII. him- 
self expressiy states, and he goes so far as 
even placing these mussionaries under the 
charge of parish priests. 

After reviewing the evils that beset immi- 
grants in this country, all of which are fami- 
iar to the newspaper reader, the Pope 
states that a seminary has been found- 
ed at Placencia by Biskop John Bap- 
tist Scalobrini for the education 
of priests for the mission to this country and 
requests that youths of Italian parentage be 
sent to Italy, where special training for this 
work in the interest of the immigrant 
may be given. These will return to 
you as priests, writes Leo XIII., 
“and we do not doubt that you will 
receive them with paternal charity 
and grant them the necessary facilities to 
discharge, under the direction of the parish 
priests, the duties of the sacred ministry to 
their fellow countrymen, for they will go to 
you as auxiliary forces, in that, in obedience 
to the authority of the Bisllop of each dio- 
cese, they may lend their strength to the 
ranks of the priesthood.” 

The Pope leaves the locations where mis- 
sions shall be established to the judgment of 
the Bishops: He requests the Bishons to 
suggest plans that might be of more benefit 
to the Italian immigrants, and to forward 
them to the Congregation of the Propaganda. 


The Longest Speech on Kecord. 

Mr. Amor DeCosmos, a former member of the 
Dominion Parliament, has been for years cred- 
ited with the honor of having delivered in the 
British Columbia Legislature the longest speech 
on record. But a circumstaatial account of the 
fight in which the speech is said to have been de- 


livered awards the palm for lung power to Mr. 
Leonard McClure of Victoria, B.C. It appears 
that the British Columbia Government was 
pusnifig through the Legislature a bill authorizing 
the immediate sale of certain lands in Victoria 
for taxes. The objection to the measure was 
the circumstance that in the event of its passage 
the land would be sold before the owners, who 
lived at a distance, became aware ofthe meas- 
ures taken against them. Mr. DeCosmos and Mr. 
McClure fought against the bill. They were in a 
hopeless minority. The prorogation of the Leg- 
islature had been set for @ certain Wednesday at 
10 o'clock. Tuesday morn at 10 o’clock the 
Government brought up the bill for final action. 
Mr. DeCosmos took the floor to talk against time. 
He talked for three hours and sat down ex- 
hausted. Mr. McClure followed. It had been 
planned that the two should relieve each other, 
and when one got through the otber should take 
his V Mr. McClure spoke on without a 
break till 4 o'clock in the morning, at which time 
Mr. DeCosmos sent him word that he was not 
able to leave his bed. Mr. McClure resumed and 
talked the bill out. Allowing for the time con- 
.gumed in sipping quantities of water, looking

The Physicians Use the Stomach Pump, 
and the Woman and Child Are Resting 
Easily at the County Hospital with a 
Fair Chance of Recovery—Burglars Do 
a Little Holiday Shopping of Their 
Own All Over Town. 


Mrs. Kate O'Leary of No. 48 Gurley street ad- 
ministered a dose of carbolic acid to her Ag 
year-old boy and swallowed a quantity of the 
drug herself at her home last night. The woman 
immediately told her husband, who was in an ad- 
joining room. He took the boy in his arms and 
hurried to Lea's drug store at Halsted and Har- 
rison streets and soon had the little one under 
Dr. Murpay's charge. Dr. Green was sent to the 
house to look after the wife. Stomach pumps 
were called into requisition, and in a short time 
the poison had been removed from mother and 
son. They were afterwards taken to the County 
Hospital, where each was resting quietly at an 
early hour this morning with every indication of 
recovery. Both doses had been diluted, to which 
is due the victims’ chances of recovery. 

According to a letter written just before the 
poison was taken Mrs. O'Leary has been unhap- 
py ever since her husband took his mother to 


live in his house. The mother-in-law is accused 


of stirring up trouble in the household and is 
represented as the recipient of ali the husband’s 
earnings. The O'Learys lived quite comfortably 
and had a nicely furnished house. The husband 
is employed as a porter by the Kimball Carriage 
Manufacturing Company. The couple had two 
children—John, 5 years of age, and child now 
at the hospital. 1 

Mrs. O Leary said at the drug store where she 
got the carbolic acid that she wanted it fora 
Jotion. 

The occupant of the apartment above that oc- 
cupied by the O’Learys, Mrs. Esmonde, says 
that the husband was sleeping with the 
youngest boy lying between him and the 
wall; and that the wife removed her 
shoes, and slipping quietly Ms to the bed took 
the little one into the adjoining room. As soon 
as he swallowed the acid ke began to cry, be- 
cause of the burning sensation. The child's 
cries awakened the husband, who jumped 
out of bed and rushed into the room, just 
in time to see his wife swallow the remainder. 
Mrs. Esmonde also says that about 4 o’clock yes- 
terday morning O'Leary drove his wife out of 


the house dressed only in her night clothes and. 


carrying her boy in her arms, and that after she 
had been exposed to the cold for nearly half 
an hour she (Mrs. O’Leary) came to her for shel- 
ter, which she gave. 

Mrs. O' Leary is English by birth, and is 30 
years old. She was married six years ago, and 
until about twelve months ago, it is said, had no 
trouble with her husband.

CAPITALISTIC EXPLOITATION OF LABOR. 

Master in Chancery Windes is plainly not 
ac weit up in political economy as he is in 
law. He knows more of the literature of in- 
junction proceedings than of anarchy. That 
is how itcame about that when he found 
from the constitution of the Arbeiter Bund, 


| which asked to have the police stopped from 


interfering with its meetings, that its objects 
included “the abolition of the capitalistic 
system of exploitation and to assist in 
the fight agaifist ex pioitation he had not the 


remotest idea what they meant, and argued 


that therefore they must be lawful. Yet in 
the two little phrases was the nub of the 
whole controversy, 
of socialistic anarchy all undetected by Mr, 
Windes. The lawfuiness of the Arbeiter 
Bund depends on which of two ways it 
chooses to propagate that socialistic principle 
—argument or force, reason or dynamite. 
The social system of this and other lands— 
the system which the Constitutions of this 
State and of the United States were in 
great measure formed to protect and uphold 
—rests on the fundamental principle that 
what a man gets for his labor shall be his 
own property, the possession and enjoyment 
of which the law guarantees to him. If he 
prefers not to spend all he earns, but to save 
some of it, be it much or little, the possession 
of that andits employment for all lawful 
purposes is guaranteed to him. If the day 
laborer saves a sum from his wages he 
may use that acquired capital in buy- 
ing goods and opening a store, in 
running a manufactory where other men 
work for him, or he may cease active 
labor and lend that capital to others, and 
live on what they pay him for the use of it. 
The man who has thus saved something from 
his earnings becomes, on a large or small 
scale, a *“‘capitalist,” and the laws as they 
now stand protect him. It is within the 
power of any one to become a member of that 
class. The packing-house laborer may be- 


‘come an Armour, the boatman a Vanderbilt, 


che peddler an Astor, and the clerk a Field 
ora Farwell, The more brains a man has 
and the better his habits the greater capital- 
ist he becomes; but the acquisition of capital 
is within the capacity of all. 

The Socialists hoid, on the contrary, that 
there should be no such thing as private own- 
ership of land, money, or anything eise. The 
proprietary right to all things should, they 
teach, be vested in the “ State,” or communi- 
ty. The individual can have, they contend, 
at the most, the use of them during life. 

That employment of capital where a man 
having saved a few hundred or thousand dol- 
lars hires other men to work for him and 
makes a profit off their labor over and above 
the wages he pays them the Socialists call 


“exploitation.” That the capitalist has used 


tiie wage-worker for his own benefit to the 
injury of the latter is the Anarchists’ aliega- 
tion. The laborer has been defrauded out 
of the difference between 


for doing that work—so they assert. If Mr. 


Armour, or Mr. Potter, or Mr. Porter made 


a hundred thousand last year and employed 
5,000 men, paying them the highest market 
wages, the Socialists would insist that his 
income was practically made out of the 
underpaid labor of those men, and that he 
had exploited“ them to the tune of about a 
hundred dollars each. The fact that either 
of those Captains of Industry had invested 
millions of capital counts for nothing and 
should get no profits or dividends. The fact 
that it was the consumers and purchasers of 
their wares who paid the prices that enabled 
them to pay large wages to their workmen 
and have aprofit left is disregarded and ig- 
nored. With the Socialists brains count for 
nothing. Care, prudence, temperance, in- 
vention, enterprise, and investment count for 
nothing and should have no reward. 

The socialistic dream is of a society where 
the State—meaning thereby a few office- 
holders—shall manage everything; where 
production shall just equal consumption, and 
where the commuaity shall work just hard 
enough to raise the food it eats and the 
clothes it wears, and to build the communal 
houses that shelter its members. Whatever 
capital there is must belong to the State. 
No individual will be allowed to have or con- 
trol any. He has no need of it. The State 
prescribes his work, feeds, clothes, houses, 
and amuses him. If he works harder than 
his fellows it will not profit him, for the 
fruits of that labor go not to himseif but to 
the community, 

It is naturally a hard task to stand the 
world on its head, to fly in the face of the 
habite and customs of centuries, and to defy 
human nature, which makes us what we are. 
Still there are men who hope to accomplish 


it. One set, the Socialists proper, think that 


they can bring this about by (what we all 
admit are legitimate means) reason, argu- 
ment, discussion, as the Corn laws were re- 
pealed in England and specie resumed in 
America. Others, the Anarchists, think this 
process too slow—doubtiess it would take too 
many thousand years—and prefer the more 
expeditious method of murder, using in 
preference those explosives which mod- 
ern science hus discovered to remove rocks. 
The Reds want to kill all men who hire 
labor, loan money, or ows capital—uniess 
they voluntarily donate it to the State.“ 
If, then, the Arbeiter Bund is made up of 
Socialists they will advocate a curious doc- 
trine, but they will do it peacefully. If they 
are Ansrchists they will try to bring about 
their millennium instanter with revolver, 


| knife, torch, and dynamite. Does the Mas- 


ter in Chancery now see the important part 
which those phrases about capital and ex- 
ploitation play in this matter? We can defy 
the Socialists, for their dreams can never be 
realized; but we candot pass by in indfffer- 
ence these Anarchists, who may at any mo- 


ment be hurling bombs at policemen, or man- 
ufactories, or banks, of getting men more 


ignorant of the consequences than them- 
selves to do it for them. The difference is a ma- 


terial one. At present under our eystem 4

AMEND THE NEW BANKING LAW AT 
ONCE. 

The opinion of Attorney General Hunt, 
wherein he holds that under the new Bank- 
ing law banks cannot be started in places of 
more than 10,000 people, and that if organ- 
ized in towns with less than that number 
they cannot be moved to cities of greater 
population, is in some respects a most amus- 
ing one, and 1s marked by what we may call 
the lawyerlike rather than the common- 
sense way of looking at things. A solemn 
anti studiea avoidance of the facts in the 
case pervades the entire document. It is 
knbwn to every one,*the Attorney General 
indluded, that the passage of the law in a 
fotm which forbids the incorporation of 
banks in Chicago, Aurora, Elgin, Rockford, 
Joliet, La Salle, Peoria, Bloomington, Spring- 
field, Alton, Ottawa, Streator, Belleville, 
Cairo, Evanston, Quincy, Rock Island, Ga- 
lena, Freeport, Vixon, Decatur, Danville, or 
any of Chicago’s suburbs even, was due to 
aclerical blunder; In the attempt to get 
in a provision for the organization of banks 
in small places with diminished capital, the 
clause in the original Senate bill for the · or- 
ganization of banks with more capital in 
large cities was stricken out. So it is funny 
when the Attorney General says, witb seem- 
ing gravity: “It is clearly in my opinion 
more rational to conclude that the General 
Assembiy intended that part of Sec. 2 above 
quoted as a limitation.” We all know, and 
he as well as anybody else, that the General 
Assembly did not intend anything of the 
kind, for it did not intend to pass the bill in 
the shape in which it now appears on the 
statute books. The General Assembly pre- 
sumably bad sufficient reason for limiting 
the operation of the law.“ It was not the 
General Assembly, as Mr. Hunt knows. It 
was a clerk. 

The ways of lawyers are past all finding 
out.. Itis only surprising that the Attorney 
General did not add to the humor of his opin- 
ion by declaring that, under the law, when 
the population of a town in which a bank has 
been started is found to be over 10,000 by rea- 
son of natural growth it must stop busi- 
ness, go into liquidation, or move to some 
other place which is still under the limit. 
Then there would be no possibility of evading 


“the law and we would not see bad men start- 


ing a banking-house in a place which now 
has 9,990 people and which in a day would 
have more thaa the orthodox 10,000. A bank 
which started in business in a growing sec 
tion would have a lively time of it dodging 
around the country if the Attorney General 
were to carry his theories to their logical 
conciusion. 

Never mind that, however. This Legis- 
lature should pass at once with an emergency 
clause a bill making the Bank act what the 
preceding Legislature thought it was and 
what the people of this county believed it 
was when they gave ita hundred and forty 
thpusand majority and what the rest of the 
State thought it was when they gave it a 
quarter million more majority. As the strict 
constructionists and quibbiers will raise the 
point that this proposed correction of a mani- 
fest blunder should be submitted to the popu- 
lar vote, those Chicagoans who are interested 
in the broadening of the Bank bill so that it 
may cover this city should make the neces- 
sary arrangements for a test case so that we 
can learn from the Supreme Court before the 
General Assembly adjourns whether such an 


amendment must be voted on by the people. 


If the court holds that it must there will 
still be time enough for the Legislature to 
passalaw providing for that submission. 
To have the law passed and the Supreme 
Court pass on it will take quick work, and if 
there are Chicagoans who want anything 
done they should bestir themselves, There 
is no time to lose. 


THE CRY OF A WATERED STOCKHOLDER. 

A curious and anonymous advertisement 
appears in the Boston papers calling on rail- 
rad stockholders to combine and oust rail- 
road managers who are accused of wrecking 
the properties in their care by waging dis- 
astrous and footish rate wars. The unsigned 
appeal alleges that a great falling off in rail- 
why earnings has occurred in the last twelve 
months, and then says; 


Ne, managers of your companies do not dis- 
these facts; there is no disputing them. 


The money is one irretrievably. The only in- 
sorcene $2 Se rawn from the facts is that the 
Managers of your property have proved them- 
ves incompetent and disloyal to your inter- 
ests. They have ignored the fact that you, the 
stockholders, Are the owners of the properties, 
aud that it is Your substance and not theirs which 
they have wantonly squandered. The situation 
is without excuse or palliation of any kind. It 
is for you to say if it shall be without a remedy. 
Are you not tired of furnishing millions to en- 
abie an officer, whom you have created to man- 
age your affairs for you, to gratify his personal 
n and arrogance in fighting his neighbors 
with your money? It is time to move in the mat- 
ter, time to meet to combine and to choose some 
trustworthy person from among yourselves to 
adel datas you at your annual meetings and assert 


Plainly the writer of the above is burdened 
with chromo stocks acquired by gambling 
operations in Wall street, but the fact that 
he is not getting satisfactory dividends on his 
fictitious capital will not support his sweep- 
ing indictment of railroad management. The 
hrst great system of railroads in this country 
is that which centres in New York, and the re- 
ports for the year 1888 show that all the great 
Eastern lines which paid dividends before 
the adoption of the {nter-State act are doing 
sonow.

to be wondered at that even systematic rob- 
bery of the public and the exaction of all the 
traffic can stand will not permit the payment 
of dividends. 

It was inevitable that the fictitious value 
should be squeezed out of watered stocks and 
the securities of paralleled, wrecked, or 
bond-floating roads should be brought down 
to their true basis. That result would have 
followed if the Inter-State act had not been 
thought of. At most the released competi- 
tion which that act aimed to secure has 
simply hastened the readjustment. Tne 
legitimate and honestly managed railroads 
which have escaped the wreckers are paying 
well on the actual investment, (including 
large amounts on water), and their safety 
will be best secured by low rates and mode- 


rate profits, Which will discourage destruct- 


ive paralleling. Excess of profit leads to 
ruinous competition, and those roads are 
safest the earnings of which are not much 
above the average of capital in other lines of 
investment. Holders of stocks or bonds repre- 
senting actual value should be grateful that 
the Inter-State act has done so much to put 
the railroad business on this safe and solid 
basis. 


LET THERE BE LIGHT. 

The Louisville Courier-Journal has printed, 
with ‘its editorial indorsement, a long com- 
munication from one A. B. Williams, a Bour- 
bon editor at Greenville, S. C., to Harper's 
Weekly, which contains the tenor of the ad- 
vice given by Mr. Williams to the President- 
elect in a correspondence which has recently 
passed between them. The Courier-Journal 
and some other Southern papers make a spe- 
cial display of this communication and com- 
mend it to Taz Caicaco TRIBUNE as a cool, 
dispassionate, candid, and unanswerable 
statement of the political and race qyestion 
in the South.“ 

The importance assigned to the letter by 
Mr. Watterson and other Southerners neces- 
‘sitates a brief statement of its contents. Mr. 
Williams contends (1) that the result of the 
war was to impoverish the whites and make 


the blacks not only freedmen but the polit- 


ical rulers of the whites, a condition which 
has since been reversed. (2) The two races 
now occupy the same territory with the same 


legal rights, but divided socially and polit- 


ically by the color line. (8) The negroes in 
the mass are ignorant farm hands and 
day laborers, who cling to the Republican 
party because it freed them, and chafe 
against their social inferiority the more 
highly they are developed. (4) The whites 
are compelied to remain in the Democratic 
party because they cannot join an unreason- 
ing, ignorant party which is incapable of un- 
derstanding the results of its own acts and is 
at the mercy of every unscrupulous dema- 
gogue. (5) If the whites were sure the 
black vote would be confined to the Federal 
boxes two-thirds of them would exchange 
their right of representation. for the local 
control of their domestic affairs. (6) The 
writer pees no hope in the educational quali- 
fication, as it would only make a disfran- 
chised, sullen, and resentful majority of 
whites and blacks in every Siate, and would 
leave the blacks entirely powerless and at 
the mercy of the white man. Amalgamation 
is impossible. (7)*He sees nothing practical 
in any remedy that has been suggested. 
From his point of view the differences be- 


tween the whites and blacks are the differ- © 


ences between Angio-Saxons and Ethiopi- 
ans, between former masters and former 
slaves, between aggregated capital ‘and ag- 
gregated labor, between a race kept down 
by sentiment, custom, inheritance, and ne- 
cessity, and a race forced by sentiment, cus- 
tom, inheritance, and necessiyy to keep it 
down,” and the evil must increase with time 
as the two races increase, 

In a word, Mr. Williams is a’political pes- 
simist. He states the situation as it seems 
to him, but indulges no hope of anything 
better in the future. He defines the causes 
of the clash but can propose no remedy. Mr. 
Watterson, who has the ear of the South, 
has not the sense to discover the remedy, 
but hes down with Mr. Williams in the 
Slough of Despond and in the Cimmerian 
darkness of despair. 

Tue Chico TrisungE, which “just now 
also has the ear of the South, will state 
a remedy waich it thinks would better mat- 
ters materially. All race quarrels are found- 
ed on and perpetuated by ignorance, It is 
the parent of prejudice, of misconception, of 
suspicion, of unnecessary fear, of antipathy, 
and of hatred. It shuts the eye to facts. It 
makes enemies of men who should be friends. 
It is a condition of darkness rather than of 
light. Itis the cause of the incompatibility 
for which Mr. Williams sees no solution. The 
Rev. Mr. Mayo of Boston has stated the situ- 
ation correctly in his opinion, which the 
Wilmington (N.C.) Star quotes approvingly: 


[find the opposition to the colored people, 
whichis manifested in brutality, is among the 
lower classes ef whites altogether, and just to 
the extent that the lower orders of Doth races are 
educated. to that extent does the prejudice disap- 


pear, 

What is the remedy? It is contained in the 
Divine words “Let there be light!“ The 
Southern white ruling class, however, have 
inverted the remedy and sought to solve the 
problem by keeping both poor whites and 
blacks in mental darkness, They have pre- 
vented the poor whites from getting an edu- 
cation, and filled them full of rancor, preju- 
dice, and evil feelings towards tne biacks. 
They have deprived the blacks of education, 
and made them fear the whites want to re- 
enslave them. In this darkness both are 
groping their way, full of hatred and sus- 
picion, while the only ones having the light 
will not allow it to be seen so that blacks and 
whites may intermingle as they do in the 
North, as they do-in Mr. Watterson’s, own 
State, where by his own confession there is 
no trouble, and as they do in Tennessee, and 
to a considerable extent in Virginia and 
North Carolina. 

Mr. Willams presents no remedy for the 
situation. We offer the South a sufficient 
remedy. Jt is the light. There is no other 
way in which people can live peacefully to- 
gether. — 
public can exist. Put out the light, and it 
must inevitably revert to Czarism or barbar- 
ism. Despotism is the only alternative left 
It is impossible, however, 
among an educated people. Turn on the light 


in the South and the biacks will be enabled 


to think better, to act better, to live better, 


and to come to terms of peaceful and intelli- 


gent understanding with their white neigh- 
bors. It wil remove their suspicions 
and do away with their fears, while it will 
show the whites that the biacks are willing 
to hve and let live. Tne weak point of Mr. 
Williams’ letter is that it ignores the light. 
Had this light been turned on twenty-five 
years ago a whole generation of intelligent, 
quiet, peaceful, industrious, and good citi- 
zens would have come to the front now and 


the race question would have been well on 


its way towards permanent settlement.

It is the one way in which the Re-

ENLARGING THE SOUTH BRANCH TO 

600,000 CUBIC FEET PER MINUTE. 

In reply to the statement vf Tun TRIBUNE 
that if a ditch with a capacity of 600,000 cubi¢ 
feeta minute were blown out of the lime- 
stone rocks from the southwestern limits of 


this city to Joliet or beyond, at a cost of 


$40,000,000, it would be valueless, because the 
present capacity of the South Branch of 
the Chicago River, unwidened and un: 
dredged, is less than 200,000 cubic feet a min- 
ute, various papers published in the Valley 
of the Illinois River say in an off-hand and 
unconcerned way, Then deepen and widen 
your South Branch.” They talk of this 
as if it were a bagatelle, a something which 
could be done in a few days by a small gang 
of men set to work by the Mayor, or, if they 
hav any ideas at all as to the cost, they as- 
sumé that we here in Chicagoare looking 
around for some way in which to spend su- 
perfluous millions, and are under obligations 
to kind country friends who come to our re. 
lief by showing where we can squander our 
bothersome surplus wealth. In no other way 
can we explain the delightful ease and sim- 
plicity with which they assume that this city 
is ready to Dankrupt itself for their supposed 
benefit. 

Now for a little arithmetic to give those 
who are ignorant of the expensiveness of 
the job they ask us to undertake some idea 
of what it will cost. From the forks of the 
river where the South Branch begins to the 
point where the West Fork and its continpa- 
tion, the Ogden Ditch, touch tne Desplaines— 
for it is down the Desplaines the water must 
go, and not down the canal—is seven miles, 
or 36,960 feet. It will be necessary for all 
this distance to pare off, now on one side and 
now on the other, from eighty to 120 feet to 
get the needful width. Tne value of 
the land to be taken naturally varies. 
At the forks it is a thousand dollars 
or more a front foot without the im- 
provements. At the western end of the 
Ogden Ditch it is $100 or more, its special 
value being due to the fact that it is dock 
property. There must be cut off nearly 4,000,- 
000 square feet of land, worth all the way 
from $10 to $1 a square foot. In some in- 
stances the eighty feet taken off will be but 
half or two-thirds of a lot, still leaving a 
water frontage. In others the entire value 
of the property will be destroyed, for only a 
narrow and useless strip, if any, will be left, 
Some of the land to be taken is covered by 
railroad tracks or yards, and has a special 
value as forming part of the terminal facili- 
ties of immense railway systems. In some 
cases valuable warehouses or grain ele- 
vators will have to be torn down. Taking 
it as it runs then, the price to be paid 
for the property to be condemned will not 
fall below $18,000,000, with no opportunity to 
get any of it back by an assessment of bene- 
fits, for nobody will be benefited, as the 
navigation of the stream would be practi- 
caily ruined by the rapid three mile current. 

The cost of removing the earth, and 
dredging the stream to the new depth, 
and building docks would be from 
four to six millions, and the deepen- 
ing would not only destroy the West Side 
tunnel, which the street railway company 
now has a right to the unobstructed use of, 
and on the possession of which it has based 
its cable system, but it wouid make it neces- 
sary to replace all the present piling on that 
side where no cutting away was done, and 
to stréngthen the foundations of ail the 
buildings on that bank. Add to this the ne- 
cessity for throwing away the present iron 
bridges and replacing them by others twice 
their length and making changes in via- 
ducts. In short the cost of land damages 
and digging that deep ditch from the forks 
to the Desplaines would not fall short of 
$25, 000, 000. 

This is the sum we are asked to spend, not 
that we may remove the sewage nuisance, 
for that can be done vastly more cheaper and 
as effectually as is needed, but to enlarge the 
Chicago River sufficiently to pour 600,000 
cubic feet of water a minute through a ship 
canal thirty-three miles long, mostly through 
rocks, commencing where the river left off 
and ending below Joliet, at an additional 
cost to Chicago of 25 to 40 millions of dollars. 
And ali for what? There would be no use in 
the world for it except to stand on its banks 
and look at the great river rush by.

on the subject which will appear in the Tablet 
tomorrow. 

Mr. Cox, editor of the Tablet, says that the 
letter from Mr. Gladstone clearly refers to 
the present position of the Pope, and he 
places side by side Mr. Gladstone’s letter in 
Italian and the translation in English, prov- 
ing the accuracy of the translation which 
Mr. Gladstone declared untrustworthy. Mr. 
Gladstone’s words in writing to the Marquis 
de Riso are as follows: 

„I consider the question of the Pope's po- 
sition of such importance as to merit the in- 
tervention of an international arbitration. I 
boast that I was the promoter of the inter- 
national arbitration in connecuon with the 
Alabama question. By such a method it 
would be possibile to unlock the difficulty re- 
-lating to the Vatican.“ 

The Pall Mall Gazetie upholds the accuracy 
of the translation, and asks Mr. Giadstone to 
explain what he meansif he does not mean 
international arbitration on the Pope’s prop- 
osition. 

Rome, Jan. 2.— The Riforma publishes an 
interview with Mr. Gladstone. Mr. Glad- 
store repudiated the idea that Ireland under 
home rule would become a mere Papal instru- 
ment. In support of his belief Mr. Giad- 
stone instanced the fact that the Irish had 
chosen Protestants as their political leaders, 
beginning with Mr. Parnell. In regard to 
the Papal question his views had not 
changed. He considered the possession of 
temporal power by the Pope as incompatible 
with the unity and liberty of Italy. But the 
person of the Pope wasnear his heart and 
he desired to see him surrounded with all the 
respect which prestige guarantees for his 
authority. In passing through Rome he 
should call at the Vatican simply as au act 
of politeness and with no other intention. 

APLES, Jan. 2.—A reception was given to 
Mr. Gladstone at the Municipal Palace today. 
All the members of the Council were pres- 
ent to greet the great English statesman, 
who upon his arrival at the palace was re- 
ceived with military honors. The Syndic, on 
behalf of the city, welcomed Mr. Giadstone 
and thanked him for his past services to 
Italy and especially to Naples. Mr. Glad- 
stone, who was deeply moved, made a brief 
response. His remarks were enthusiastical- 
iy applauded. 


HECOGNITION FOR THE BRAVE. 


Gen. Grenfell Presents Gratuities to Soldiers 
Who Distinguished Themselves. 

Svuakim, Jan. 2.—A parade was held here 
today by the Egyptian officers and men who 
had been especially commended by the 
Khedive for the bravery displayed by them 
in the recent.battle. Gen. Grenfell made an 
address and afterwards presented the men 
with gratuities. The General will soon re- 
turn to Cairo. . 

A deserter from the rebels says that Os- 
man Digua tried to send the members of his 
harem to Suakim, apparently fearing trouble 
with the dervishes, and that Arab scouts 
stopped the women and sent them back to 
Handoub. The dervishes, the deserters say, 
have become suspicious and accuse Osman 
of treachery.

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS, 


Mr. Heaton to Visit America tn the Inter- 
est of Ocean Penny Postage. 

Loxpox. Jan. 2.—John Henniker Heaton, 
M. P., nas accepted an invitation to visit the 
United States early this year. He expects 
while there to have the honor of appearing 
before Congress in advocacy of ocean penny 
postage, and much of the time of his visit 
will be devoted to the furthering of cheap 
postage. His idea is that as letters are now 
carried long distances by rail at the 
penny rate with a profit to the Post-Of- 
fice Departments of England and the United 
States penny postage between Eu- 
land and America would be perfectly 
easible. Indeed, non-contract steamers 
actually carry letters or the English post- 
office Irom Southampton to New York for 
about a half-penny each; that is, forty let- 
ters goto the pound and the rate paid to these 
non-contract steamers is 1 shilling 8 pence 

r pound. As to profits, Mr. Heaton caicu- 
ates that the English post-office makes from 
£50,000 to £60,000 annually on the American 
mails. Twelve millions of letters and 2,500,- 
000 pounds weight of newspapers, etc., were 
sent to America in 1887, for which the steam- 
ship companies, received less than 
£100,000, while the English post-office re- 
ceived more than £180,000 for stamps.

REMEDIES FOR ASPHYXIATION, 


Treatment of These Overcome by 
Illuminating Gas. 

American Architect: Some extraordinary 
science seems to have illuminated the recent 
meeting of the American Gaslight Association 
at Toronto during a discussion upon the 
remedies to be applied in cases where per- 
sons were suffering from the inhalation of 
gas. It is not uncommon for the workmen of 
the gas companies in looking for leaks or 
digging up broken pipes to be overcome by 
the gas, and, according to the accounts of 
the treatment to which they are subjected by 
the surrounding philanthropists, they seem 
to be fortunute if they escape with nothing 
more than a temporary loss of consciousness. 
One of the participants in the discussion had 
had the prudence to ask advice on the sub- 
ject from a physician, who gave him a sensi- 
ble set of rules, consisting mainly in direc- 
tiors to give the sufferer plenty of air and 
administer a little brandy and water, assist- 
ing respiration by artifcial means if neces- 
sary. Another one had heard, alsofrom a 
physician, that sweet oil might be adminis- 
tered with advantage, and had used this 
remedy in many cases with excellent results, 
which he attributed to the efficacy of the oil, 
when swallowed, in “lubricating the breath- 
ing apparatus,“ so that recovery followed 
rapidly. Another gentleman had had a some- 
what different experieuce, On one occasion, 
when seven of his men were found insensibie 
ina trench from an escape of gas, he had 
them carried into a purer atmosphere, 
sprinkled with water, and dosed with Whisky 
and water until they were sufficiently re- 
stored to eat, and then gave them apples. 
After they had devoured these it was found 
that the acid of the apples immediately start- 
ed the gas out of their stomachs” and they 
were soon able to drink some coffee and walk 
home. A similar method of starting the 
gas out of the stomachs” of his men with 
acids had been tried by a third member, who 
however, used vinegar instead of the acid of 
apples. The fourth remedy mentioned was 
notan amateur device, but the prescription 
of a physician who was said to have on two 
occasions treated men overcome with gas by 
injecting carbonate of ammonia. Whether 
this application was intended to “ lubricate 
the breathing apparatus or “to start the 
gas out of the stomach” we are not in- 
formed, but itis not surprising to hear that 
the patient was ill for eight or ten days 
afterward. A much disputed point, that of 
the relative poisonous effects of coal and 
water gas, was touched upon by one of the 
speakers, who said that the effect of the in- 
halation of water gas was “a serious matter 
indeed and entirely differeut from the 
effect of coal gas. In his practice extra pre- 
cautions were taken in dealing with water 
gas, and men did not recover from the effect 
of inhaling it for some weeks. 


KEEP YOUR PIANOS IN TUNE.

All You Have Got to Do Is to Purchase a 
Growing Plant. 

Musician: ‘This is the time of year when 
we are driven nearly crazy with work,“ said 
atired-looking piano tuner to a reporter. 
“Everybody wants his piano tuned for 
Christmas and most of them forget about it 
till the last moment. And besides being the 
busiest season we have been having the 
most trying weather. These cold, dry days 
throw pianos out of tune every time, and, 
besides that, the sounding boards are begin- 
ning to split. It always surprises me what 
poor care most people take of their pianos. 
Let a man buy an expensive watch and he’ll 
treat it as though it were a live thing, but 
people don’t seem to realize what a delicate 
piece of mechanism a good piano is. Pianos 
are not affected so much by heat or cold as 
they are by dryness or dampness. Of course 
if you stick oneend of a piano up against a 
stove, or a heater, or register, and let the 
other end come near a cold, leaky window 
it'll raise Ned with it, but most people are 
onto that. The troubie is the piano is too 
dry. 

“You know the sounding board—the life 
of a piano—is forcedinto the case when it’s 
made so tightly that it bulges up in the 
centre, or has a belly,“ as we call it, on the 
principle of a violin. The wood is supposed 
to be as dry as possible, but, of course, it con- 
tains some moisture and gathers a lot more 
on damp days and in handiing. Now, when 
you put a piano in an overheated dry room 
all this moisture is dried out, and the board 
loses its belly“ and gets flabby and finally 
cracks. Even if it doesn’t crack the tone 
loses its resonance and grows thin and tinny, 
and the felt cloth and leather used in the ac- 
tion dry up, and the whole machine rattles 
and everybody kicks. i 

How can you prevent it? Easily enough. 
Keep a growing plant in the room, and 80 
long as your plantthrives your piano ought 
to, or else there's something wrong with it. 
Just tryitand see how much more water 
you'll have to put in the flower pot in the 
room where your piano is than in any other 
room. Some people keep a huge vase or urn 
with a sopping wet sponge in it, near or un- 
der the piano, and keep it mortened just as 
a cigar dealer keeps his s They keep 
this up all the time the fires are on.“

Will there bea race war in Mississippi! 
That question is suggested by the above re- 
ci There is no reason why there should 
be. The negroes are as docile as ever. They 
are comparatively conteated. Wherever ill 
feeling exists springs from purely local 
and personal causes. There ‘is no friction 
whatever between the races. But still a 
race war might be easily brought about, un- 
less the white peopie of Mississippi take 
prompt action to prevent it. The prevention 
must come in the shave of a curb upon the 
debased elements of the white population. 
among whom the antipathy to the negro 
is the greatest. Public ‘opinion must 

so condenterea as to forbid such 
mcidents as that of Wahalak. It is 
unfortunate for 1 that she has no 
great city from which influences might radi- 
ate, and that po great newspaper is published 
within her borders to read the riot act to 
| irresponsible men who would endanger the 
peace of the State. Mississippi is an ex- 
clusively cultural State, with small 
cities located at long range trom each other, 
and with no railroad centre. As a result her 
interests are scattered, her people are not 
acquainted with each other, and there is not 
that unity of purpose and execution which 
are to be found in a State where people 
meet more freely and have better means 
of communication. The ‘politicians are 
equally as strange with each other as are 
the people. The circulation of tne papers 
is confined to the adjoining counties to the 
ones in which they are published, With the 
people, the press, the population centres, 
the railroads, and the postal system thus 
scattered there is confusion which gives 
good play for local canards. Then the feel- 
ing —— that the good name of the State 
requires the supvression, as far as possible, 
of the publication of such events as have 
taken place the last three weeks. 

Ihave not met a single citizen who ap- 
proves of the conduct of the Wahalak raid- 
ers, now that they have the facts in the case 
[nor one that will lift a finger to bring the 
murderers to justice].

HUNTING NEGROES AT WAHALAK,. 


A Report That Four Concérned in the Re- 
cent Riot Have Been Killed. | 
Sr. Lovis, Mo., Jan. 2.—An evening paper 
has a special from Wahalak, Miss., to the 
effect that it is reported there that three 
bands of five men each, who have been hunt- 
ing in the mountains for negres concerned in 
the recent massacre, have killed four of 
them, named Cheatam, Wilder, Maury, and 
Stennis. Cheatam was shot in his own 
yard while begging for his life; Maury 
in his cotton gin while conversing with tne 
tes; Wilder, who was a Union soldier 
and fought with Grant at Vicksburg, on the 
road to Wahalak. Wilder’s bhdy Was buried in 
a shallow hole and stones piled upon tha dirt. 
Stennis was found hiding in an abandoned 
house, where he had been nearly two weeks. 
He tried to defend himself with an ax, and 
was shot three times before he fell. 
Merchants are protesting against these 
crimes and have urged the Sheriff to put a 
stop to them, and 9 it is believed 
that the trouble is simply a locai affair, 
growing out of the general bad feeling 
against the negroes, many of whom own 
farms of their own. ;

The Story He Tells of Hic Crime—Suicide 
3 from Lack of Work. 

Mitwavxes, Wis., Jan. 2 [Special. De- 
tective Noshbaun of Chicago arrived here 
tonight to take back Aguatz Habryleviez, 
the confessed murderer of Carl Patrian. The 
murderer is a heavy set, rather good-natured 
looking man, and is completely prostrated, 
now he has had time to think of the 
enormity of his crime. He does not deny his 
guilt, but claims that he committed the deed 
in the heat of passion, and after the man 
had struck him twice with an iron cane. Ac- 
cording to his story, he and Patrian had a 
quarrel some months ago and hapoened to 
meet and renew it with fatal results Sunday 
night. He suys that as soon as he stabbed 
Patrian he took the train for 1

THE WITTY FRENCH WRITER ON 
UNCLE SAM’S SUBJECTS. 


Their Women Worship Not Appreciated— 
Rush for Riches Merely to Squander 
Them — The Irish Govern American 
Cities — Why the Americans Are for

Max O’Rell, the witty French writer, who, 
spent six months in the United 
States last year, is writing a book of ob- 
servations on American society. The Forum 
asked bim to write for it a short article, giv- 
ing the pith and point of what he saw and 
intended to say in his book. He complied, 
and his letter appears in the January num- 
ber of that able and ihteresting publication.

WANDERINGS OF A MURDERER 


He Has Been in the Wilderness Since June 
and Ig Still at Large. 

Watertown, Letter in the New York Sun: 
The fact that the Adironduck forest today 
affords shelter to 4 man who, like the always 
fascinating figure in the legend of the Wan- 
dering Jew,”’ keeps moving, not daring to 
rest lest the hand of the law reach out and 
grasp him, gives a tinge of romance to what 
would otherwise be deemed only a most atro- 
cious murder. 

The morning of June 23, 1888, Charles 
Brown, a guide, entered the hotei of George 
Berkley, at Saranac Village on the Lower 
Saranac Lake, and called for liquor. Brown 
had been drinking the night before and Berk- 
ley refused to give him anything intoxicating. 
This made Brown angry. He became violent 
and abusive in speech, and was ejected from 
the hotel. With the threat that he would fix 
Berkiey he left the premises and went to his 
father’s house, nearly a mile distant, where 
he secured a Winchester rifle. Returning to 
the village he bought a box of cartridges, 
and, stationing himself in Spaulding’s store, 
across the street, waited for Berkley to come 
out. Hedid not have long to wait, for his 
victim, not „ what was in store for 
him, soon made his appearance on the 
veranda of the hotel, where he stood con- 
versing with a guest. Brown immediately 
— out in front of the store where be 
had left the Winchester, picked up the 
weapon, and taking deliberate aim at Berk- 
ley shot him down as coolly as he woulda 
dog or a wild animal. The bullet struck 
Berkley in the lower part of the body, and 
he never knew pho fired the shot, for he fell 
and remained unconscious until his death, 
which occurred about eight hours after the 
shooting. 

The revengeful spirit that had full pos- 
session of Brown before the shooting seemed 
to vanish at once after he had fired the 
fatal shot, and a deadly fear of punishment 
for his crime took its place. Plunging into 
the forest, without saying good-by to his 
wife and children, he has wandered in this 
wild region for six months, successfully 
evading arrest. Sheriff Dustin of Franklin 
County offered $1,000 for his capture, and in 
the hope of 1 this large reward every 
frequented part of the Adirondacks has been 
visited dy the officers,.bus without success. 
The only thing they were able to learn was 
that Brown had come and gone before them. 

While the officers have not been abie 
capture their man they have kept well pos 
asto his movements. The next day after 
the murder Brown was seen on the Upper | 
Saranac Lake, where he told a man who in- 
quired that Berkley was dead. He 6 
somewhat queer, so the man said, and went 
away as soon as he had secured some matches. 

The murderer’s next stopping place was at 
Carey’s cabin at the foot of Long Lake. ihe 
story of his crime had preceded him, and it 
was arranged by at least a dozen men stop- 
ping in the vicinity to capture him as he 
slept in Carey’s cabin. After thinking the

the party backed out for fear Brown would 
shoot them. No attempt was made by the 
others to carry out the plans they had made, 
so he was allowed to depart unmolested. 

The next day he waiked through Long 
Lake vi where several persons recog- 
nized him. The news of his presence in that 
locality started five men after him armed with 
revolyers. They secured a team, with which 
they overtook Brown on the road some dis- 
tance out of the village. He had his rifle 
slung over his shoulder, so they drove by, 
and, leaving their team some distance ahead 
started back on foot to meet him. They di 
not tind him, because he had divined their 
intentions and turned off into the woods. 

Next he was seen near Blue Mountain 
‘Lake. From here he went to the house of a 
farmer named Potter on Cedar River, in 
Hamilton County. He asked Mrs. Potter for 
something to eat, and, when a lunch was pre- 
pared, left his coat and gun on the za 
while he wert into the house to eat. Potter 
recognized him at once as the slayer of Bérk- 
ley, and with three other men who happened 
to be at his house discussed the project of 
capturing him then and there. Potter wanted 
to hold Brown’s gun while the others placed 
him under arrest. This they objected to. 
They preferred to remain in charge of the 
weapon themselves, while Potter went in to 
make the capture. The result was that 
Brown finished his meal, came out, and one 
of the men offered him a cigar, which he 
lighted; then, picking up his coat and gun, 
he went on his unmolested. :
